To;  The  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 

West  Bridgford  Urban  District  Council. 

Madam  and  Gentlemen? 

I  have  much  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  for  1954? 
dealing  with  the  health  of  the  District  and  the  Health  Services  of 
the  Area?  together  with  the  Report  of  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector. 

The  health  of  the  District  has  been  very  satisfactory  and  the 
incidence  of  infectious  diseases  has  been  abnormally  low.  A  study 
of  the  vital  statistics  reveal  this  very  satisfactory  state. 

Once  again  it  can  be  recorded  that  no  case  of  diphtheria  was 
notified  in  the  District.  This  is  a  very  fine  tribute  to  the  work 
of  my  predecessor?  Dr.  Watson  and  the  active  work  of  the  General 
Practitioners  in  maintaining  a  very  high  state  of  active  preventive 
measures  in  the  District.  The  country  is  now  benefitting  from  this 
v/ork  which  was  first  started  on  a  large  scale  during  the  early  days 
of  the  last  war. 

Whilst  this  is  a  cause  of  satisfaction  an  active  campaign  to 
maintain  and  improve  the  present  standard  must  be  carried  out.  There 
are  signs  that  the  coming  generation  v/ith  no  knowledge  of  this 
virulent  disease  with  its  very  grave  and  disabling  complications  may 
regard  it  as  something  belonging  to  the  past.  However?  the  Local 
Health  Authority?  have  for  some  time  been  considering  measures  to 
combat  whooping  cough  and  at  the  time  of  writing  this  Report  have 
started  a  scheme  whereby  a  combined  immunising  material  against 
diphtheria  and  v/hooping  cough  is  being  used  for  this  purpose.  This 
is  a  very  great  advantage?  in  my  opinion?  for  the  general  public  are 
well  conscious  of  the  very  serious  condition  of  whooping  cough  and 
they  readily  agree  to  the  use  of  a  combined  immunising  material. 

Whooping  cough  still  remains  the  most  serious  of  the  commoner 
infectious  diseases  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  use  of  an  immunising 
vaccine  will  reduce  the  incidence  of  this  disease. 

Whilst  on  the  subject  of  notifiable  diseases  it  will  be  noted 
that  the  incidence  of  tuberculosis  remains  approximately  the  same. 

On  the  other  hand  the  death  rate  for  this  condition  tends  to  fall. 

This  does  not  mean  that  there  is  any  room  for  complacency  for  although 
less  cases  are  dying  there  are  still  a  large  number  of  new  cases  being 
reported  and  there  will  tend  to  be  an  increase  in  the  number  of 
infectious  cases  in  the  community.  However?  v/ith  modern  treatments 
it  has  been  possible  to  reduce  the  period  of  stay  in  sanatoria  and 
it  becomes  the  task  of  the  community  to  see  that  their  general  living 
conditions  are  of  the  best?  and  one  of  these  and  of  the  greatest 
importance  is  good  housing. 

Finally  I  would  like  to  express  my  apologies  for  the  lateness  of 
this  report?  but  as  I  only  commenced  my  duties  in  July?  it  has  meant 
quite  considerable  delving  in  records  to  compile  this  document.  I 
v/ould  like  to  express  my  very  sincere  thanks  for  all  the  help  that  I 
have  received  from  all  Members  of  the  Council  and  the  Staff  and  in 
particular  those  of  the  Health  Department.

In  conclusion  may  I  express  my  sincere  hopes  that  my  predecessor, 
Dr.  W.  B.  Watson,  will  have  a  happy  and  long  retirement  and  with 
improved  health.  His  name  will  long  be  remembered  in  West  Bridgford 
as  one  who  has  improved  the  health  of  the  District  partly  at  the 
expense  of  his  own.

The  above  tables  present  for  comparison  some  of  the  Vital  Statistics 
of  the  District  and  of  England  and  Wales  for  the  past  17  years. 
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Population 


There  has  been  a  further  increase  in  the  population.  This 
cannot  be  due  to  the  natural  increase  rate  for  although  there  is  an 
increase  in  the  number  of  births  this  is  offset  by  the  corresponding 
increase  in  the  number  of  deaths. 

Births 

There  has  been  an  increase  in  the  number  of  births,  viz.  344 
births  in  1954  compared  with  317  in  the  previous  year.  This  has  given 
rise  to  an  increase  in  the  birth  rate,  the  figure  for  1954  being  15.07 
compared  with  13*5  for  1953.  This  figure  for  the  District  compares 
very  favourably  with  that  for  the  country  as  a  whole,  the  national 
figure  being  15.2,  and  it  will  be  noted  that  it  is  similar  to  that 
for  the  1 60  Smaller  Towns.  The  District  does  not  come  into  the 
category  of  a  "Smaller  Town",  but  the  population  figure  is  sufficiently 
near  to  this  class  for  a  comparison  to  be  made. 

Deaths 


Again  there  has  been  a  rise  in  the  number  of  deaths.  This  has 

given  rise  to  an  increase  in  the  death  rate.  This  rise  in  the  death 
rate  is  below  the  national  figure,  being  10.7  for  the  District 
compared  with  11.3  for  the  country  as  a  whole.  The  figure  for  the 
previous  year  was  9.3* 

The  natural  increase  of  births  over  deaths  is  40  and  is  slightly 
less  than  1953  when  it  was  52. 

A  list  of  the  causes  of  deaths  is  given  later  in  the  report. 
Infantile  Mortality  Rate 

The  infantile  mortality  rate  has  gone  up  during  the  year.  The 
figure  for  1954  is  23*25  compared  with  18. 9  for  1953.  This  figure 
is  better  than  that  for  the  country  as  a  whole,  the  figure  for  the 
country  is  25. 5 %  the  latter  being  a  record  low  one.  It  will  be 
noted  that  the  District  figure  is  very  comparable  with  that  for  the 
Smaller  Towns.  This  rate  is  often  used  as  a  criterion  of  the 
efficiency  of  the  health  services,  the  two  factors  being  closely  allied 
but  it  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  rate  is  based  upon  1  ,000  births 
and  naturally  the  smaller  the  number  of  births  in  a  District  will 
lead  to  a  marked  variation  in  the  rate  if  there  is  only  a  small  increase 
in  the  number  of  infant  deaths. 

Thus  there  are  8  infant  deaths  in  1954  compared  with  6  in  the 
previous  year  giving  an  increased  rate  of  23.25  to  the  rate  of  1 8 . 9 
for  1953»  The  following  is  a  list  of  the  causes  of  deaths  in  infants 
in  1  954;-

The  above  deaths  occurred  within  the  first  week  of  life,  and 
four  of  them  within  the  first  day.  All  these  deaths  took  place  in 
hospital  and  at  the  present  time  it  is  almost  certain  that  they  could 
not  have  been  prevented  with  our  knowledge  at  the  moment  of  these 
conditions. 
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Infantile  Mortality  Rate  (Continued) 


The  two  remaining  deaths  took  place  in  a  girl  aged  2  months  who 
died  of  a  blood  disease  and  a  boy  aged  6  months  who  died  of  a  very 
extensive  disease  of  the  liver.  Both  these  causes  of  death  were 
confirmed  by  post-mortem.  Of  the  previous  causes  of  death  in  the 
infants  under  4  weeks  of  age?  3  of  the  causes  of  death  were  confirmed 
by  post-mortem.  It  is  very  improbable  that  the  death  of  the  older 
infants  could  have  been  prevented. 

Maternal  Mortality  Hate 

No  deaths  occurred  from  maternal  causes.  This  can  be  attributed 
to  the  valuable  work  carried  out  by  the  ante-natal  services  provided 
by  the  Local  Health  Authority  and  the  General  Practitioners  of  the 
District  and  surrounding  areas.

Prom  the  above  figures  it  will  be  seen  that  heart  and  circulatory 
disease  is  the  commonest  form  of  death,  followed  by  cancer  and 
respiratory  conditions. 
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A  study  of  the  deaths  amongst  residents  reveals  the  following 
details: - 

deaths  between  70  &  80  years  . . .  99 

i.e.  33%  of  all  deaths. 

deaths  between  80  &  90  years .  84 

i.e.  27%  of  all  deaths 

deaths  over  90  years  .  12 

The  oldest  person  to  die  was  96  and  there  were  3  deaths  of  old 
people  of  95  years. 

Of  the  deaths  between  70  &  80  years?  46  were  amongst  females 
and  53  amongst  males.  Of  these  deaths  63  occurred  at  home  and  36 
in  hospital. 

Similarly  in  the  80  to  90  group?  55  were  amongst  females  and 
29  amongst  males.  Again?  57  of  these  deaths  took  place  in  their  own 
homes  and  27  in  hospital. 

Of  the  12  deaths  in  persons  over  the  age  of  90  years  10  occurred 
in  females  but  9  deaths  occurred  at  home  and  only  3  in  hospital. 

Notifiable  Diseases 

The  health  of  the  District  has  been  good  in  respect  of  Infectious 
diseases  during  1954.  The  following  table  shows  the  incidence  of 
infectious  diseases  together  with  that  for  the  previous  year  and  the 
rate  per  1000  population  for  the  District  and  for  the  country  as  a 
whole .

Certain  important  infectious  diseases  are  not  included  in  the 
above  table.  These  are  smallpox?  typhoid  and  paratyphoid  fevers? 
encephalitis?  meningitis?  dysentery?  puerperal  pyrexia?  erysipelas 
etc.  No  cases  of  these  conditions  occurred  in  the  District. 

Scarlet  Fever 


It  will  be  noted  that  there  is  a  fall  in  the  number  of  cases  of 
scarlet  fever  in  1954.  The  rate  is  rather  higher  than  that  for  the 
country  generally  but  no  outbreaks  occurred  and  all  cases  were 
sporadic . 

Vi/ho  oping’  Cough 

The  incidence  of  this  disease  was  low.  Whooping  cough  remains 
our  most  serious  infectious  disease  amongst  the  commoner  ones.  The 
rate  of  infectivity  in  the  District  was  low. 

Measles 


This  common  infectious  disease  was  surprisingly  low  especially 
when  the  rate  for  the  District  is  compared  with  that  for  the  rest 
of  the  country.  It  would  appear  that  the  usual  biennial  outbreak 
would  be  rather  later  in  appearing  than  in  the  rest  of  the  country. 
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Measles  (Continued) 


The  early  part  of  the  present  year,  1955*  saw  the  arrival  of  an 
extensive  epidemic  of  this  condition. 

Acute  Paralytic  Poliomyelitis 

One  young  adult  male  contracted  acute  paralytic  poliomyelitis 
and  was  admitted  to  the  City  Isolation  Hospital.  He  made  a  good 
recovery  and  was  transferred  to  a  general  hsopital  for  orthopaedic 
treatment  and  was  eventually  discharged  having  made  a  satisfactory 
recovery. 

Influenza 


No  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified  to  this  department  but 
two  of  the  cases  of  pneumonia  notified  were  due  to  influenza. 

Food  Poisoning 

This  condition  is  giving  rise  to  considerable  alarm  in  the 
country,  particularly  since  increasing  numbers  of  people  are  consuming 
meals  from  canteens,  restaurants  etc.,  with  the  chance  of  outbreaks 
of  food  poisoning  if  the  strictest  hygiene  is  not  observed.  It  is 
very  gratifying  to  note  that  no  cases  of  food  poisoning  wer e  reported 
during  the  year. 

Tuberculosis 


The  number  of  new  cases  notified  to  the  Department  during  1954 
was  35  as  compared  with  33  in  the  previous  year.  Of  the  cases 
notified  31  were  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  and  4  were  non- 
pulmonary.  Of  the  additions  to  the  Register,  i.e.  the  35  cases 
recorded  above,  15  were  new  cases  and  the  remaining  20  were  cases  coming 
to  live  in  the  District. 

Of  the  deaths  for  this  condition,  only  three  occurred  in  1954. 

These  we re  one  case  of  pulmonary  in  a  man  and  two  cases  on  non-pulmonary 
in  females.  In  all  these  cases  no  notification  of  tuberculosis  had 
been  received  prior  to  death  and  as  a  result  the  numbers  of  cases  on 
the  register  were  nat  affected  by  their  deaths.

This  table  shows  rather  a  different  pattern  to  the  returns  of 
previous  years,  for  it  demonstrates  the  number  of  children  who  have 
received  a  full  course  of  protection  during  the  last  five  years. 

The  immunisation  state  remains  satisfactory  and  every  effort 
is  made  by  the  General  Practitioners  and  all  Health  workers  in  the 
District  to  obtain  the  full  protection  of  all  children  before  they 
reach  the  age  of  one  year.  The  Ministry’s  target  is  for  75%  of  all 
babies  to  be  protected  before  they  reach  their  first  birthday.  It 
has  been  estimated  that  for  the  first  half  of  1954  that  the  number 
of  children  immunised  throughout  the  whole  country  under  the  age  of 
one  year  is  only  35* 75%«  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  figures  for 
the  West  Bridgford  Urban  District  are  much  better  than  this  but  every 
effort  will  be  made  to  ensure  the  maiximum  possible  results. 
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Home  Help  Service 


The  Local  Health  Authority  provide  a  home  help  service  and 
assistance  can  be  obtained  for  necessitous  cases  on  request  from  the 
County  Medical  Officer.  The  service  covers  the  following  types  of 
cases : - 

(l)  maternity  cases 

(2;  Mothers  of  young  children  when  requested  by  a  Medical 
Practitioner. 

(3)  cases  of  illness  when  no  other  help  is  available. 

(4)  the  aged  and  infirm.

The  cost  of  a  whole  time  home  help  for  a  full  42  hour  week  may 
be  considerable  to  the  home  but  it  is  considered  by  the  authority  and 
part  or  the  whole  may  be  remitted  in  necessitous  cases. 

The  value  of  this  service  is  very  great  to  the  community  and 
leads  to  a  very  considerable  saving  in  hospital  beds  etc.

RODENT  CONTROL 

The  Council  are  still  in  receipt  of  a  50%  grant  from  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  for  this  work?  with  the 
exception  of  that  carried  out  at  business  premises  for  which  a  small 
charge  is  made. 

During  the  year  221  complaints  of  infestations  were  received 
and  dealt  with*  the  operator  making  943  visits  and  3 >342  surveys 
of  individual  properties  other  than  those  complained  of  and  151 
rat  bodies  and  1  6l  mice  bodies  were  recovered.  On  premises  where 
"gassing"  was  carried  out  and  "spoon  baiting"  of  runs  etc.?  it  was 
not  possible  to  recover  all  the  bodies  so  that  the  total  number  of 
rodents  destroyed  will  be  in  excess  of  the  above  figures. 

A  percentage  of  the  sewer.s  in  the  district  were  test  baited 
during  the  year  with  negative  results. 

HOUSING 


During  the  year  the  Housing  Repairs  &  Rents  Act?  1954?  became 
operative 

This  Act  provides  additional  powers  in  respect  of  clearance 
areas  and  other  houses  liable  to  demolition.  It  requires  local 
authorities  to  submit  to  the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local 
Government?  within  one  year  after  the  commencement  of  the  Act?  their 
proposals  for  dealing  with  unfit  houses  within  the  district  of  the 
authority.  As  far  as  West  Bridgford  is  concerned  this  is  only 
likely  to  affect  about  six  houses. 

The  Act  also  gives  a  new  standard  of  fitness  for  human 
habitation  whereby  when  determining  whether  a  house  is  unfit?  its 
condition  in  respect  of  the  following  matters  must  be  considered:- 

I  a)  repair 

b^  stability 

c)  freedom  from  damp 

d)  natural  lighting 

e)  ventilation 

f )  water  supply 

g)  drainage  and  sanitary  conveniences 

h)  facilities  for  storage?  preparation  and 
cooking  of  food  and  for  the  disposal  of 
waste  water. 

and  the  Act  states  "and  the  house  shall  be  deemed  to  be  unfit  as 
aforesaid  if  and  only  if  it  is  so  far  defective  in  one  or  more  of 
the  said  matters  that  it  is  not  reasonably  suitable  for  occupation  in 
that  condition".  /,i,\ 


HOUSING  (Continued) 


The  Act  has  had  a  slight  effect  on  the  repair  problem  but  the 
improvement  in  the  rate  of  repair  has  not  been  as  great  as  was  at 
one  time  thought  likely,,  Costs  are  still  rising  (both  labour  and 
materials)  and  the  provisions  of  this  new  Act  are  not  sufficiently 
attractive  to  owners  to  offset  the  effect  of  these  increases. 

Other  provisions  deal  with  the  fitness  of  houses  let  in  lodgings 
and  for  the  prevention  of  overcrowding  in  such  houses. 

There  are  various  amendments  to  former  Housing  Acts  including  the 
amendment  of  Sections  of  the  Housing  Act  1949  relating  to  improvement 
grants. 

The  Act  also  provides  for  what  is  known  as  a  repairs  increase 
for  property  which  has  been  repaired  within  a  specified  period  and 
to  a  specified  extent. 

The  Act  authorises  local  authorities  to  issue  disrepair  certificates 
in  certain  cases  where  houses  require  repair  and  on  such  certificates 
being  issued  tenants  can  withhold  such  part  or  parts  of  the  rent  which 
are  payable?  either  under  this  Act  and/or  the  Increase  of  Rent  and 
Mortgage  Interest  (Restrictions)  Act  1920?  as  increases  for  repair  work 
carried  out?  until  such  time  as  repairs  are  completed  and  the  certificate 
revoked  by  the  local  authority  who  issued  it. 

Up  to  the  end  of  1954  only  5  applications  for  certificates  of 
disrepair  had  been  received  by  the  W. B.U.  D.  C.  and  four  certificates 
were  issued.

These  results  compare  satisfactorily  with  those  from  similar 
districts  in  other  parts  of  the  country  but  should  not  on  this  account 
be  viewed  complacently.  The  above  table  shows  that  on  average  47 <>65  tons 

of  soot?  grit?  etc.?  are  deposited  on  West  Bridgford  every  month  or 

571.90  tons  per  year. 

MILK 

At  the  end  of  the  year  the  register  showed  that  there  are  9 
dairies  and  28  distributors  of  milk  in  the  district. 

Licences  issued  under  the  Milk  (Special  Designations)  Regulations 
1949  consisted  of  1 3  dealers  licences  and  6  supplementary  licences 
for  the  sale  of  Pasteurised  milk?  17  dealers  licences  and  5 
supplementary  licences  for  the  sale  of  steri.  Used  milk?  and  10  dealers 
licences  and  6  supplementary  licences  for  the  sale  of  tuberculin 
tested  milk.  Supplementary  licences  are  issued  to  dealers  whose 

business  premises  are  outside  this  area  and  who  have  been  issued  with 
dealers  licences  by  other  authorities.

MILK  (Continued) 

The  production  of  milk  on  farms  is  now  under  the  control  of  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  who  operate  through  the  County 
Agricultural  Executive  Committee.  The  production  of  Pasteurised 
and  Sterilised  milk  is  under  the  control  of  the  County  Council. 

During  the  year  84  samples  of  milk  were  taken  and  submitted  for 
analysis  comprising  4  Tuberculin  tested?  23  tuberculin  tested 
pasteurised?  35  Pasteurised  and  22  sterilised. 

One  pasteurised  sample  failed  to  pass  the  phosphatase  test  - 
a  test  to  determine  the  efficiency  of  the  pasteurisation  process. 

The  plamt  concerned  is  not  within  the  West  Bridgford  Urban  District 
and  the  supervision  of  such  plant  is  the  responsibility  of  the  County 
Council.  The  appropriate  department  of  the  County  Council  was  informed 
of  the  failure  of  this  sample. 

ICE  CREAM 

There  are  now  no  local  manufacturers  of  ice  cream,  all  supplies 
coming  from  outside  the  area.  Checks  are  made  on  retailers  premises 
at  frequent  intervals. 

FOOD 


The  food  shops  in  the  district  are  quite  satisfactory.  No 
slaughtering  takes  place  within  this  district,  fresh  meat  being 
obtained  mainly  from  the  Nottingham  abattoir  where  it  is  inspected  by 
the  City  Sanitary  Inspectors.  Regular  visits  are  paid  to  cafes  and 
other  food  preparing  premises  and  advice  and  instruction  is  given 
where  necessary. 

The  Council  has  adopted  the  Model  Byelaws  of  the  Ministry  of  Food 
relating  to  the  Handling,  Wrapping  and  Delivery  of  Food  and  Sale  of 
Food  in  the  Open  Air.  It  has  not  been  found  necessary  to  take  any 
action  under  these  Byelaws.

Of  the  above  36  samples  submitted  to  the  Public  Analyst  34  were 
found  to  be  genuine ,  of  the  remaining  two*  one  sample  of  sausage  was 
found  to  contain  a  piece  of  rope.  The  manufacturer  was  prosecuted 
and  fined  £10.  0.  Od.  One  sample  of  steak  pie  contained  only  12.3% 
meat,  the  manufacturers  were  cautioned. 

The  Department  Inspectors  also  tested  1 08  samples  of  milk,  6  of 
which  were  found  to  be  deficient  due  to  natural  causes.  One  sample 
was  submitted  to  the  Public  Analyst  and  it  was  found  that  the  bottle 
contained  a  minute  harmless  vegetable  deposit.  The  bottler  was 
cautioned.
